Nst on the file 
wrapper. The docket and serial register cards need not be updated to reflect Interviews. In a personal Interview, the duplicate copy of the Form Is removed and given 
to (he applicant (or attorney or agent) at the conclusion of the Interview. In the case of a telephonic Interview, Ihe copy Is mailed to the applicant's correspondence 
address either with or prior to the next official communication.

If the 
claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter selling lonh his or her version of the staiemeni attributed io him. If the record Is 
complete and accurate. Ihe examiner should place the Indication "Interview record OK" on the paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and 
the examiner's Initial*.
